NEW! NARROW-BAND SSB 


The July, 1978, issue of the IEEE 
Spectrum has an article "Single- 
Sideband Transmission for Land Mo- 
bile Radio". Since this magazine 
is not generally available, I have 
excerpted some parts of it for RARS 
Newsletter readers. The article was 
written by Dr. Lusignan of Stanford 
University. It discusses an experi- 
mental system for SSB, which uses 
amplitude and frequency compandors. 

A compandor is an integrated circuit 
that modifies a signal to "make more 
efficient use" of a frequency band. 

An amplitude compandor reduces the 
amplitude of loud syllables of speech 
and increases the amplitude of quiet 
ones. Thus the signal-to-noise 
ratio of quiet passages is greatly 
improved. In fact, a 15db improve- 


ment is claimed! 


A frequency compandor wses the fact 


that human speech is made of low 
sounds (vowels) and high sounds (con- 
sonants). 


Seldom, if ever, do these 


sounds occur together. So the fre- 


quency compandor "folds" the higher 
frequencies over the lower ones and 
the system transmits both together. 
The bandwidth necessary is about 
60%.of. what it was. 

An SSB signal processed with both 
types of compandors can provide 
better ireception than FM esystemsthat 
use the same power, Amplitude com- 
panding tof janerM sionab«is sapossible, 
and offers both power and bandwidth 
reduct tonal or Mes stems: , 

Dr. Lusignan goes on to state that 
the experiments were carried out 
with an ICOM IC-2)5 equipped with an 
woe adaptor, «on the -two meter "band. 
(He does not note that this is an 
amateur transceiver used on an ama- 
teur band--take it for what it's 
worth). He estimates that frequency 
and amplitude compandors, plus such 
needed things as AFC, AGC, and tone- 
squelch circuits, will together add 
about $90 to the price of a typical 
radio. 


There are aGrawbacks to all of this, 


says Raymond Wilmotte of the FoC's 
UHF Task Force. Wilmotte says that 
the system's feasibility is not yet 
proven. He goes on to mention that 
phasing in a new system will create 


considerable problems. (Wonder if 


he resaembers when hams changed from 
AM to SSB?) 

More serious questions have been 
raised by R.T. Gordon of General 
Electric. Gordon believes Dr. 
Lusignan's results, but doesn't 
agree with his conclusions. He does 
not believe that the Odb isolation 
between channels proposed by the 
good Doctor is resitvetic: more “like 
70ab, he says, He also doesn't be- 
lieve that the necessary frequency 
stability can be made available at 


a low price. Finally, he wonders if 


the industry will support this effort 


over other methods being considered, 
Well, there you have it: the sys- 
tem is a good idea if it works ata 
price that is competitive. Keep 
your eyes open. The last chapter of 
this story has yet to be written.

Through amateur radio operators, 
the Weather Service could receive 
information from outlying areas and 
send information back into the 
field.
